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I, 
Cases of Neuralgia, or painful 
Affections of Nerves.

I HAVE seen well marked cases of 
painful affection of the nerves of 
the Mamma ; of the Mons Veneris, 
or rather of the termination of the 
round ligament ; of the Penis, and 
of the Spermatic Cord. The de- 
tail of these cases would present 
little variety of pathological pheno- 
mena, and I have other reasons for 
not stating them at length. It 
is, perhaps, sufficient to have re- 
ferred to them, to direct the atten- 
tion of practitioners to their dis- 
crimination. 


Neuralgia of the Solar Plezus of 
Nerves of the Abdomen. 


The case now to be related was 
intended at first to have been en- 
rolled under the head of Neuralgia 
of the Trunk. I have now deter- 
mined to place it by itself, because 
some may doubt whether it should 
be considered a case of this disease. 
These doubts will naturally arise 
from the complaint being compli- 
cated with a tumor, and from the 
unfrequency of such an affection ; 
for I believe none such has been 
described nor suggested. The ex- 
istence of a tumor affords, however, 
no satisfactory explanation of the 
phenomena of this case ; while the

theory of a disease of the nerves 
clears up, in a great measure, the 
obscurity which involved it during 
the life of the subject. The pa- 
tient was one of the most intelligent 
and discriminating persons I have 
attended. After many years of 
suffering under an obscure com- 
plaint, the symptoms of which were 
not explained in a satisfactory way 
by the existence of a tumor, when 
the opinion that the pain resided 
peculiarly in the nerves of the ab- 
domen was suggested to the patient, 
he was himself better satisfied, with 
this explanation, than with any be- 
fore given. 

The greater part of this case is 
related in the language of the pa- 
tient. The beginning of the history 
was stated in a disconnected man- 
ner, which obliged me to put it in 
a different form. The patient was 
a gentleman about 50 years old ; 
married ; by profession a writer ; 
of a spare habit, and never had 
very good health. 

*¢ Since the year 1813,” says 
he, ‘1 have been afflicted with 
this disease, which has deprived 
me of all enjoyment, and all hope 
of enjoyment, in this life. In 1812, 
I had a fever. The year after 
this, I began to feel a distress in 
the bowels below the stomach. 
It was a painful twitching in the 
bowels, sometimes accompanied 
with a degree of cramp, occurring 
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once or twice a day, or more fre- 
quently. The pains were most 
severe when I had free and liquid 
discharges from the bowels, and 
immediately followed the discharge, 
There 
was little or no pain on the days 
when there were no discharges, 
and little when the discharges were 
hard and in small quantity. These 
symptoms have existed since the 
time stated. There was, howe- 
ver, a remission of them for some 
years, when my health was im- 
proved. In the year 1828, a tu- 
mor was discovered on the right 
side of the cavity of the bowels, 
near the liver. It was hard, ap- 
peared deep, and about the size of 
an egg. 

May, 1828.—*‘* The complaints 
above related exist now, only 
the twitching in the bowels and 
cramp are less frequent and severe; 
but there is the same uncomfortable 
sense of fulness,—a sort of aching, 
and weight and dragging down of 
the bowels. This 1 am seldom 
wholly free from. At times, I 
feel an increase of wind, distending 
the bowels and moving through 
them. This occasions a kind of 
spasm, a sort of twitching in the 

art, and sometimes the cramp. 
This increase of wind and its ef- 
fects generally takes place an hour 
or so after rising and breakfast. 
It is the most distressing after a full 
and easy discharge. I sometimes 
have the distress return two or 
three hours after dinner, but ina 
less degree. In the evening am 
less exercised, and my nights are 
almost always free from pain. 
Sometimes taking food into the 
stomach, as dinner,—meat, &c. ; 
and supper,—arrowroot, &c., sus- 
pends the pain ; and sometimes ly- 
ing down does it. Have seldom 
any pain in the stomach, whatever 


I eat ; pain is always below, and 
this takes place long before food 
can possibly reach the bowels. 

‘¢T was accustomed in early life 
to live principally on vegetables, 
particularly bread and slops ; and 
for some years before my sickness 
in 1812, had very little to do with 
animal food. At this time I was 
put on a stimulating diet, animal 
food and wine, with no vegetables, 
except bread in limited quantity 
and kind; and spent two years in 
the country west of this. The 
bracing air and stimulating food 
reduced me every day. I returned 
to the vicinity of this, near the 
sea-board, and gradually to vege- 
table diet, particularly milk, with 
which, and regular exercise, I soon 
obtained a comfortable degree of 
strength and health, sufficient for 
the active purposes of life, which 
continued till 1820,—since which 
I have been gradually falling off, 
and have now no muscular strength, 
and little of any other kind; and 
scarcely any, if any, flesh left. 

‘‘Exercised with pain, proceeding 
as I believed from wind, I was led 
to take everything for two years in 
a hot state ; hot coffee, tea, milk, 
and everything else that I took. This 
seemed to produce relief, and did, 
but it may have produced a reac- 
tion, and weakened the tone of the 
bowels. As to my diet for a long 
while past, it has been meat once 
a day, and slops, as thickened milk, 
tea, coffee, arrowroot, &c., with 
very little bread. | 

‘‘ My disease seems to act on 
the nerves, for when iu pain or dis- 
tress, I am easily startled or agi- 
tated, which is not the case, or is 
so in a much less degree, when | 
am free from pain. 

‘¢ 1 do not know that the follow- 
ing have any connection with my 
present complaints; I mention them 
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as facts. About eighteen months 
since, I had an attack of the pleu- 
risy. The part most affected was 
the region of the present tumor. 
Many years since, in endeavoring 
to lift a weight beyond my strength, 
something snapped in the back, on 
the right side. The effect was 
immediate and violent, but soon 
subsided, and in a few days I was 
as usual. When quite young, say 
forty-five years since, I swallowed 
two coppers, which passed the 
body, and without any known bad 
effects. 

‘¢ I forgot to mention that there 
seems to be an inability in the 
bowels to retain their contents suf- 
ficiently long,-—a disposition in them 
to throw off their contents before 
the due time,—either from a state 
of weakness or irritability, but no 
diarrhoea ; on the contrary, medi- 
cine is required.” 

In this state I found the patient. 
He was then emaciated to a skele- 
ton ; his black eyes glaring in their 
bony sockets with unnatural bright- 
ness. His mind was clear, and he 
conversed fluently ; stated his feel- 
ings, and expressed his hopes that 
something might be discovered to 
remove his disease ; or, if this was 
impossible, to mitigate it, and 
smooth his way to its fatal termi- 
nation, for which he was fully pre- 
pared. I requested and obtained 
the written statement, before I 
would form an opinion of his case ; 
and having carefully examined him, 
considered his written statement, 
and reflected on the situation and 
bearings of the tumor, I came to 
the conclusion that the disease was 
an affection of the nerves of the 
solar plexus ; and having expressed 
the opinion to him, he agreed it 
Was more consonant with his feelings 
and views than any other theory of 
his disease. Such medicines as 


were proper to relieve his suffer- 
ings, I directed. In the month of 
August, he was attacked with dy- 
sentery, and expired, after an ill- 
ness of fourteen days. 

On examination of the body, the 
mucous membrane of the colon was 
found to be inflamed, as is general- 
ly the case in dysentery. The 
small intestines exhibited some 
patches of inflammation in the mu- 
cous membrane. A contraction 
was seen in one part of the sigmoid 
flexure of the colon, about an inch 
long ; and there was also a very 
close contraction in the intestine 
ilium. Both of these resembled 
the contractions often found in dy- 
sentery and cholera. The liver, 
spleen, omentum, and mesenteric 
glands, were not diseased. The 
pancreas was indurated and enlarg- 
ed through its whole course, but 
especially the part called omentum 
minus. No other morbid changes 
were discovered. 

The morbid appearances above 
noticed are of two kinds ; the one 
of recent origin, the other of long 
standing. To the latter belongs 
the disease in the pancreas. This 
had probably existed for many 
years. How far the symptoms of 
this disease are to be attributed to 
it, I leave to be considered. In 
other cases of induration of the 
pancreas I have seen no such symp- 
toms, and am not therefore disposed 
to attribute them to this cause. 
Possibly, the pressure of the en- 
larged organ on the nerves of the 
solar plexus, or of its left extremi- 
ty on the celiac ganglion, might 
have interrupted the regular action 
of these nerves. No one, I think, 
after considering the symptoms, 
will consider this as merely a case 
of colic. The want of a regular 
supply of pancreatic fluid might 
produce much derangement of the 
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intestinal functions. The pains 
in this case, however, cannot-be 
attributed to it, since they occur- 
red, as the patient distinctly no- 
ticed, before food had passed 
from the stomach to the bowels, 
and yet were not in the stomach 
but in the bowels.* On the whole, 
it seems to me that the nature of 
this affection is best explained on 
the presumption of its being a 
neuralgia of the solar plexus. I 
leave others to judge whether 
this presumption is supported by 
the facts. 


Fatal Neuralgia of the Sciatic 
erve.t 
Mr. —— a gentleman 67 years 
of age, married for the second 
time at this period, to a lady quite 
young. In a few months after 
this connection had been formed, 
he began to experience pain in 
the back part of the right thigh ; 
thence, down the thigh to the out- 
side of the leg, and outer edge of 
the foot, near the ankle. At 
times he was quite free from 


_ pain, yet rarely for a whole day. 


At night he suffered most severe- 
ly, and when I first saw him, had 
already reached the nightly dose 


_ of 100 drops of Tincture of Opi- 


um. He remained under my 
care for some time, and used 
many active remedies. The 
Carbonate of Iron was freely em- 
ployed without effect. I pro- 
posed to him the Moxa. He was 
alarmed at this, and having heard 
of an empirical Rubler, he became 


* In a body examined this day, of a 
patient who died of suppuration of the 
liver, the pancreas was found to be as 
much enlarged and indurated, excepting 
its right extremity, as in the above relat- 
ed case, but there were no such symptoms 
as have here been described.

his patient, and continued so, long 


enough to discover that the appli- 
cation of friction, increased his 
complaint. Next he came to the 
Hospital, and was Dr. Jackson’s 
patient along time. Finding his 
strength failing, he at last went 
home to the State of Maine, and 
soon after died. Many cases of neu- 
ralgia are caused or increased by 
a too free use of sexual inter- 
course. 

Had this patient been a young- 
er man, I should have thought 
myself justified in advising the 
division of the nerve high up the 
thigh. Thelimb would of course 
have been paralyzed, but this he 
would have preferred to an in- 
tense pain. 


Painful Affection of the Muscles 
and Nerves, from Injury. 


There is a painful affection, not, 
I believe, described, of which I 
have seen, and am constantly see- 
ing, a considerable number of 
cases. It is the result of injury, 
and occurs more frequently in the 
upper than the lower extremities. 
After a sprain of the wrist or the 
elbow joint, or of some of the 
muscles, and the subsidence of 
the common phenomena attendant 
on such accidents, the affected 
part is painful in paroxysms, some- 
what tender to the touch, and is 
greatly affected by motion or use 
of the part. This state frequent- 
ly continues for months. Not be- 
ing confined to the nerves, this 
cannot be called a neuralgia. 
The muscles are the principal, 
and perhaps primary seat of the 
complaint ; yet I think there is a 
peculiar affection also of the 
nerves of the part. Scrofulous 
patients, those who have had bad 
health from any cause, or are of 
anervous temperament, are pe- 
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culiarly inclined to be the subjects 
of this derangement. we 

As examples of this affection, 
the following cases may be pre- 
sented. 

A maid-servant, slipping on the 
ice, fell on her hand, the wrist 
being bent, so as to receive the 
fall on the back of the fingers, and 
bend the wrist joint and strain the 
extensor muscles of the forearm. 
Some common applications were 
made. The first swelling subsid- 
ed, but the arm continuing painful 
and useless, she applied te Dr. 
Jackson, who prescribed for her 
once and then sent her to me. 
On examination, I satisfied myself 
there had not been dislocation nor 
fracture. The only morbid ap- 
pearance was a slight fulness on 
the back of the hand and the low- 
er part of the forearm. Finding 
herself no better and not able to 
work, she applied for admission, 
and was received into the Hospi- 
tal. While she was there, I no- 
ticed that on some days the swell- 
ing disappeared ; afterwards, re- 
turned. The sensibility on mo- 
tion, also, vanished. At times it 
was great; afterwards, none. 
Any use of the hand brought on 
pain and swelling. After remain- 
ing there two or three weeks, it 
being ascertained that no active 
applications were useful, she was 
discharged. Since, she has oc- 
casionally visited me, and is im- 
proving, yet so slowly, that at the 
end of three months she still has 
pain and is quite unable to use 
the limb. 

This injury does not seem to be 
ameliorated by leeches, blisters, 
or any active application. The 
best course of treatment is to 
keep the limb still, and use sooth- 
ing, tepid baths. The affusion of te- 
pid water ts peculiarly applicable. 


Painful Affection of the Arms, re- 
moved by the Carbonate of Iron, 
Mrs. B., a lady 55 years old, fell 
four years ago, and strained the 
right wrist. She had applications 
of leeches, lotions, and frictions, 
which relieved the first symp- 
toms. At the end of a month, a 
oy in the hand and arm, which 
ad never wholly left her, assum- 
ed the form of regular paroxysms, 
occurring two or three times in a 
day. Blistering and repose of 
the limb partially relieved the 
pains, which occurred, however, 
from time to time, till in the sum- 
mer of 1828 they became ver 
distressing, and she asked my ad- 
vice. Blistering now gave but 
little relief. The Carbonate of 
Iron was recommended, in doses 
of a drachm, three times a day, 
gradually increased to two 
drachms, three times a day. 
This medicine appeared to have 
an effect on her. The pain gra- 
dually subsided, and after a six 
weeks’ course, disappeared. 
Without any accident, the other 
arm and hand were soon after af- 
fected with pain like the first. 
There was a slight swelling on 
the back of the left arm, running 
into the hand, occurring in neural- 
gic paroxysms, yet not in a parti- 
cular nerve or nerves ; seeming 
to be seated in the muscles, so 
far as could be judged by the sen- 


sibility to the touch and the pain — 


on motion. The Carbonate of 
Iron was administered, in the 
same doses as in the complaint of 
the other hand, and after two 
weeks’ use, the pain was removed 
by it. The Iron was continued a 
few days after the pain subsided. 
Immediately after this, in the 
month of September, 1828, she 
was seized with dysentery, at- 
tended by a peculiar want of feb- 
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rile symptoms ; yet, so far as re- 
garded the intestinal derange- 
ment, characterized as other dy- 
senteries. With this disease she 
continued ill three weeks ; show- 
ed at times strong appearances 
of recovery, but at last sunk un- 
der it. Whether the Carbonate 
of Iron had an influence in pro- 
ducing the dysentery, I know not. 
I should not advise this remedy 
for any length of time, and in 
large quantities, in the latter part 
of summer or the beginning of 
autumn. 


The case next related was a 
painful affection of the leg, with 
lameness, produced by a rupture 
of muscular fibres, and is related 
in the language of the patient, an 
intelligent young lady. 


‘Being engaged in hopping 
gently on one foot, for exercise, 
I felt a slight pain in the side of 
my heel. After resting a minute 
or two, I again commenced exer- 
cise, and soon experienced a sen- 
sation similar to what would have 
been caused by a severe blow on 
my limb, a few inches above the 
heel ; and the limb immediately 
became unable to support any 
weight. I involuntarily looked 
round to see what had displaced 
my foot, and finding that nothing 
could have touched me, I knew 
that something in my limb had 
failed. The pain immediately 
became so severe, as to cause 
faintness for fifteen minutes. Af- 
ter recovering from faintness, I 
in vain attempted to walk. As I 
had generally applied friction to 
sprains and bruises, I gave this a 
thorough rubbing, which increased 
the pain, till it seemed almost in- 
supportable. Diluted laudanum 
was applied, and in the course of 
a few hours the pain abated ; but 
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most of the next forenoon it was 
again excruciating. For several 
succeeding days, the pain was 
most of the time severe. I had 
no power to bend the ankle or to 
move the toes. The least pres- 
sure on the foot or ankle caused 
exquisite distress, which might 
be compared to what is occasion- 
ed by touching the bare nerve of 
atooth. Five or six days after 
the injury, the skin became a lit- 
tle discolored; and during the fol- 
lowing eight days, new spots daily 
appeared, till most of the back of 
the limb, through twelve inches 
above the heel, was of a dark 
color. After I had been confined 
to a bed or sofa ten days, in com- 
pliance with the direction of my 
shaban I attempted to walk. 

eing supported by another per- 
son, I made as great an effort as 
possible to put my weight on my 
injured foot. The painthis occa- 
sioned produced such an effect on 
my system, that, after moving 
with great difficulty four or five 
feet, I could not stand. I repeat- 
edly made a similar effort for 
four days, and as it uniformly pro- 
duced a similar effect, my physi- 
cian direeted me to desist. These 
attempts to walk, as well as the 
rubbing at first, greatly increased 
the injury. As my _ physician 
thought my lameness was pro- 
duced without a cause, he was 
confident the injury must be slight, 
that I should be well very soon, 
and that the advice of a surgeon 
was unnecessary. But after suf- 
fering about twenty days, and 
finding it impossible in any way 
to get across my chamber, I ob- 
tained his permission to describe 
my case in a letter to Dr. War- 
reu. 
swer, that the injury was a rup- 
ture of the muscular fibres of the 


Dr. Warren returned an- ‘ 
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eastrocnemius,—directed to have 
the limb kept perfectly still when 
in pain, and if the pain continued, 
to apply leeches,—to have the 
foot supported by a strap, extend- 
ing from the heel of a slipper to 
a girt above the knee, and to 
keep the heel as near to the ham 
as possible; and as soon as I should 
be able to attempt to walk, to 
have the limb bandaged from the 
toe tothe knee. From this course 
I obtained considerable relief ; 
but the inflammation continued, 
and to allay it, my physician ap- 
ova a blister to the sorest part. 

his caused so much severe pain, 
as to reduce my strength, so that 
I could not sit up an hour in the 
day. When standing, I found it 
necessary to have the strap sus- 
tain the weight of the foot for se- 
veral months. For more than six 
months, my limb could bear the 
jarring caused by the motion of a 
chaise, only by being supported 
on a bed; and it was nearly a year 
before I could keep my foot down 
during a whole day. My occa- 
sional attempts to bear a little 
weight upon.it, were uniformly 
injurious. It was showered with 
cold water, once or twice a day, 
for eight or ten months ; but after 
this, it was able to bear warm 
water without pain ; and for four 
or five months, twelve quarts at 
a time were poured upon it daily. 
Different kinds of ointment were 
applied, with nearly as much fric- 
tion as the limb could bear. Late- 
ly, dry friction has been almost 
the only means used. 

‘¢ The limb gradually decreased 
in size, but increased in strength, 
for fifteen months, when the im- 
provement was retarded for about 
ten weeks, by severe sickness 
caused by a typhous fever. On 
recovering from the fever, the

limb was extremely weak and 
painful. After I had gained some 
strength, it began to amend, and 
for a short time seemed to gain 
according to the ratio of arithme- 
tical progression. For three 
months past, it has been able to 
support my weight almost daily, 
and I can now take a few steps in 
the house without assistance. It 
is almost two years since the in- 
jury, and, judging from the past, 
I think that within a year or two 
more, if I should experience nei- 
ther sickness nor accident, my 
limb may be restored to perfect 
soundness.”

Experiments with the Vegetable 
Poison with which the Nagas* 
are stated to tip their Arrows.

THESE experiments are related in 

the Edinburgh Journal of Science. 

When men of science once become 

interested in investigations of this 

nature, and proceed as far as Mr. 


Breton has done, they are seldom | 


satisfied until a full and thorough 
knowledge is obtained of the name, 
history, and properties of the articles 
in question, We may expect, there- 
fore, ere long, to have this vegetable 
poison among our materiz medice, 
—a powerful and perhaps highly 
valuable article. 

1827, June 24th.—This sub- 
stance, (which is solable in wa- 
ter,) softened with a few drops 
of wine, was on the point of a

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lancet inserted in the inside of 


the thighs of two pigeons. Vo- 


miting two or three times, and 
three or four evacuations (one or 
two of which were watery) oc- 


curred, general uneasiness and 


languor were manifested, and they 
both died in a convulsive fit of 
about two minutes duration, one 
in forty minutes, and the other in 
forty-two minutes after the inser- 
tion of this poison. 

June 28th.—Fifteen minutes 
after 2, P. M., the poison was in 
a similar manner inserted in the 
inside of both thighs of a pigeon, 
and the effect was as follows :— 
Nineteen minutes after two, two 
motions in quick succession ; 
twenty-two minutes after two, 
slight vomiting, and general un- 
easiness and languor manifested ; 
thirty-four minutes after two, 
slight vomiting as before ; thirty- 
six minutes after two, again vo- 
miting repeated, and a copious 
watery evacuation, and the pigeon 
died in a convulsive fit, which 
lasted about one minute and a 
half, at the expiration of thirty- 
seven minutes after the insertion 
of the poison. 

Nineteen minutes after 2, P. 
M., a second pigeon was ina si- 
milar manner infected. Upwards 
of half an hour elapsed without 
any symptom being apparent. It 
then couched, and seemed a little 
drowsy. A few minutes after- 
wards it rose and walked about 
for a few minutes on a table on 
which it was placed, and again 
couched, and remained upwards 
of an hour without any other ap- 
parent symptom than languor. 
Giddiness then came on, and it 
rose and attempted to move. 
The giddiness remained two or 
three minutes, and returned in 
the same manner at an interval 


of a quarter of anhour. At half 
past three, it had a copious wa- 
tery evacuation, and from that 
period it remained in a languid 
state without any other symptoms 
being manifested, until ten minutes 
after six, when a slight convulsive 
fit came on, and it died two mi- 
nutes afterwards. 

A third and fourth pigeon were 
infected in the same manner with 
this poison. In both, symptoms 
were manifested similar to those 
which were apparent in the first 

igeon, but less violent, and they 
both died iv similar convulsions of 
about two minutes duration ; the 
third pigeon in forty-five minutes, 
and the fourth pigeon in forty-two 
minutes after the poison was in- 
serted. 

In the inside of both thighs of 
two rabbits, the poison was insert- 
ed with the point of a lancet. Ten 
minutes afterwards, the first rab- 
bit manifested general uneasiness, 
its respiration became very quick, 
and a tremulous motion of its sides 
and flanks was perceptible. About 
half an hour after the poison was 
inserted, a copious watery eva- 
cuation took place, and then it 
appeared to be getting languid. 
It, however, moved about occa- 
sionally on the table, without any 
other apparent symptoms than 
those described, till the coming 
on of a convulsive fit, when it 
suddenly made a bound, struggled 
violently for two or three minutes, 
and died at the expiration of fifty- 
seven minutes after the iosertion 
of the poison. 

The second rabbit for upwards 
of a quarter of an hour appeared 
unaffected. It then gasped for 
three or four minutes, as if op- 
pressed by sickness of stomach 
and difficulty of breathing, be- 
came languid, and had a copious 
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watery evacuation. It remained 
languid, and suddenly it bound- 
ed up from the table, and in a 
convulsive fit struggled violent- 
ly for about two minutes, and died 
in twenty-nine minutes from the 
eriod of the insertion of the poison. 
The rabbits and pigeons were 
full grown, and in the thighs of 
each the quantity of poison in- 
serted could not have exceeded 
five or six grains, yet symptoms 
were manifested indicative of 
considerable excitement and irri- 
tation, and in all of them, except- 
ing one pigeon, death was pro- 
duced in less than an hour,—a 
proof of the poisonous quality of 
this vegetable substance, of which 
we are at present in possession of 
no name. 7 
From the circumstance of a 
fowl having been killed in five 
miuutes by the insertion of this 
poison, according to the statement 
of Captain Grant, it is probable 
that in its recent state its power 
is very active ; but from a single 
experiment no decided inference 
can be drawn.

NOTE BY THE EDITOR. 


Mr. Swinton has transmitted to 
us some of the poison (in the state 
of a dried gum) used by Mr. Bre- 
ton in the preceding experiments, 
which we have sent to an eminent 
chemist for the purpose of analy- 
sis. It was obtained hy Captain 
Grant, who drew up the following 
memoranda. 

‘“‘T send’some of the poison 
with which the Nagas poison their 
arrows. I tried its virtue on a 
fowl, by putting a little on the 
point of a penknife, and slightly 
piercing it. The bird died in five 
minutes. The whole of the Na- 
gas to the E. N. E. and S. E. of 


the valley of Munnipore use it. 
They make it into a paste with 
tobacco water, and rub it on the 
points of their arrows. Whilst 
on my late trip in Kubboo, I used 
every endeavor to find out the 
tree, but I could not succeed. 
The Nagas could not be induced 
by promises of reward to discover 
it ; but always referred me from 
one to another. They all agreed 
in their account of the tree, and 
described it as being of enormous 
size. The poison is extracted by 
making incisions in the bark, from 
which it oozes. The men who 
are employed in collecting it are 
obliged to take the greatest pre- 
cautions, and cover their mouths 


and nostrils while they are en- 


gaged in this occupation. They 
are fed by the hand of a second 
person all the time, and for seve- 
ral days after they have given up 
working. They also say that the 
trees are found at some place iu 
the neighborhood of Kubboo.” 


Case of Hemiplegia, in which the 
Strychnine was given with Ad- 
vantage. 

Tue following case appears to show 

that the Strychnine, or vegetable al- 

kali of nux vomica, is capable of ex- 
erting some curative power in a very 
melancholy and obstinate disease. 

The solution used is said to be from 

the Formulary of Magendie. The 

author might have better said the 
tincture. We are in the habit, as the 
reader well knows, of confining the 
term Solution to that in which water 
is used, and calling that a Tincture 
where the substance is dissolved in 
alcohol, Although both preparations 
are, in most cases, strictly solutions, 
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it is necessary to keep this distinction 
in view in order to avoid mistakes, 
In the present case, the aqueous mix- 
ture in doses of ten drops would be 
thought of only by a convert to the 
doctrine of homodpathia. It is pre- 
scribed in doses of a dessert spoonful. 
The tincture, on the other hand, is 
given in doses of from six to twenty- 
four drops, in sweetened water. It 
is made by dissolving three grains of 
Strychnine in one ounce of Alcohol.* 


A. Robinson, etatis 35, placed 
herself under my care on the 30th 
of May, 1828. A year ago she 
had an apoplectic fit, which lasted 
twenty-four hours, during which 
time she was quite insensible, and 
lay in a motionless state. On 
recovering her senses, she found 
that she had lost the use of her 
left eye, and was almost entirely 
deprived of all power over the 
superior and inferior extremity of 
the left side of the body. At this 
period she was attended at her 
home, by a medical gentleman, 
attached to one of the London in- 
firmaries, for a fortnight, at the 
expiration of which time she was 
received as an in-door patient of 
the Infirmary, where she remain- 
ed for upwards of eight months. 
She states, that she was once 


plied, at intervals, to the nape of 
the neck, and along the course of 
the spine. Not having derived 
any apparent advantage from the 
plan of treatment she was placed 
in, she left the Institution about 
the period before mentioned, and 
has continued ever since much in 
the same state. Her left fore- 
arm is at a right angle with the

bled, and had eleven blisters ap-_ - 


arm, and cannot be extended or 
lifted from the side ; the fingers 
are semiflexed, and immoveable ; 
the sensation of feeling in the pa- 
ralytic side is much the same as 
in other parts of the body, but 
she complains bitterly of a prick- 
ing pain in the paralytic parts 
when she approaches the fire. 
The temperature of the paralytic 
side is not quite so high as that of 
the opposite, which I believe is 
generally the case, but not always 
so. She-is unable to walk or 
stand without the aid of crutches, 
and she drags the paralytic limb 
along the ground; bowels very 
torpid, and seldom moved without 
having recourse to very powerful 
medicine ; tongue clean ; appetite 
diminished ; memory very much 
affected, and her mind is so much 
enervated, that she will sit down 
and cry for hours, without know- 
ing any cause for her doing so ; 
and, at other times, she will be 
seized with fits of laughing, which 
will continue for upwards of half 
an hour, and over which she ap- 
pears to have no control.

she has thrown away her crutches 
to-day, for the first time, and 
can walk about with the aid of 
a walking-stick ; complains of 
darting pains in the paralytic 
parts, which extend, sometimes, 
as faras the joint of the toes; 
head free from pain. The ope- 
ration of the medicine was care- 
fully watched, and the dose was 
gradually increased till the 4th of 
July, when she was taking twenty 
minims of the solution, three times 
aday. The good effects of the 
medicine were now very appa- 
rent; she could walk about pretty 
firmly, and extend the arm ina 
slight degree, and her memory is 
very much strengthened ; tetanic 
motions, which are as yet confined 
to the paralytic parts, occur fre- 
quently in the course of the day 
and night, and the patient says, 
that when she finds them coming 
on she is compelled to sit down 
immediately, otherwise she would 
be in danger of falling on the 
ground from their violence. She 
complains of an exceedingly bitter 
taste in the half of the tongue 
which corresponds with the para- 
lytic side. 

[regret that at this period I 
was obliged to leave London, in 
consequence of which she left off 
taking the medicine.—Lancet.

REPORTS OF CASES IN PRIVATE 
PRACTICE. 
Remarkable Disease of the Kidney. 


Communicated for the Boston Medical and 
Surgical Journal,

M. R., aged , rather tall and of 
pale complexion, not much emaciat- 
ed, although she had been an invalid 
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for several years, I saw her for the 
first time in September last. She 
suffered extreme pain in the hypo- 
gastrium, extending up the right hy- 
pochondriem. The paroxysms of 
pain were excessively severe; her 
pulse 120, and the tongue thickly 
covered and dry. I suspected at 
first peritonitis, but the disease gra- 
dually yielded to evacuants and opi- 
ates, The pain subsided, and she 
became convalescent. Soon after 
this she passed several small calculi. 
This was the first intimation I had 
of her having suffered previously from 
a similar cause, and in fact from ex- 
treme delicacy she had avoided let- 
ting this circumstance be known to 
her most intimate family connections, 
She was now more free in her com- 
munications, and I learnt from her 
the following history of her case. 
She had suffered for the period of 
five years occasional paroxysms of 
severe pain, after which she usually 
voided small calculi from the size of 
a pin’s head to that of a bean. Her 


micturition had been difficult, scanty, , 


and at times almost entirely sup- 
pressed. Her digestion and general 
health had been bad. She was sel- 
dom, however, confined to the house, 
She walked, and rode, and visited 
her friends. She had, a short time 
previous to her attack in September, 
been ona visit in the country, After 
I became acquainted with the cir- 
cumstance of her having passed these 
calculi, I proposed introducing the 
sound, but she objected; and as I 
could not in any way overcome her 
objections, I gave her such directions 
as I thought best calculated to render 
her situation as comfortable as the 
nature of her case would admit. I 
discontinued my visits. I heard no 
more from her until the 25th of 
March, when she again sent for me. 
I found her in extreme agony. The 
urine was scanty and passed with 
much difficulty, in very small quan- 
tities; the pulse frequent, and the 
tongue uncommonly foul, She had 
thrown from the stomach a conside» 
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rable quantity of green mucus. I 
gave an emetic, and applied fomenta- 
tions, after which she was bled, blis- 
tered and leeched; took mercurials 
and opiates. The abdomen became 
enlarged and tense, and there was 
perceptible in it a hard, circumscrib- 
ed moveable tumor of considerable 
size. There was not any great de- 
gree of nausea, although the stomach 
seemed oppressed by its own morbid 
secretions, as she was constantly 
throwing up, by eructations, green 
mucus. She died on the 2d inst. 
Dr. Jackson saw her in consultation, 
and attended the examination after 
death. She was able, only one fort- 
night previous to her last attack, to 
walk to the north end of the city, 
(almost a mile from her residence,) 
and attend the ordination of the 
Rev. Mr. Emerson, and to visit her 
friends in the evening, 
Examination.—On laying open 
the abdomen, the omentum was found 
to adhere to the parietes, anteriorly 
and laterally, and alsc to the colon 
and duodenum, forming the anterior 
part of a large sac; the colon and 
duodenum adhered together, and 
formed the posterior part. This sac 
contained a considerable quantity of 
pus, and a large quantity of gelati- 
nous substance of a dark color, 
There were also smaller sacs to the 
number of six or eight, formed in a 
similar manner among the convolu- 
tions of the intestines in the region 
of the right hypochondrium, which 
contained pus. ‘The right kidney 
was nearly half consumed by ulcera- 
tion. The portion which remained 
was very much enlarged. On laying 
it open, it was found to contain a 
large quantity of bony substance. 
The papillz were all filled, and there 
were large pieces of bone embedded 
in the substance of the kidney. 
There were no calculi in the blad- 
der. The mucous coat of this organ 
was inflamed, The left kidney was 
considerably enlarged, and the left 
ureter was of twice the usual size. 
Probably the secretion of urine had

been performed entirely by the left 
kidney, for a very considerable length 
of time.

Fungous Tumor of the Gums. 


Nov. 1828.—Mr, first disco- 
vered a small tumor on left ramus of 
the under jaw seven or eight months 
since. he tumor lies between the 
cheek and jaw about the situation of 
the first molar tooth, which has been 
removed with the second bicuspid. 
About that time used tobacco, which 
he thinks had the sulphate of copper 
in it. Others who used it complain- 
ed of the same thing. The tumor 
appeared just in the place where he 
had always carried his quid. Has 
never been painful, but for two or 
three months past has been sore and 
smarting, and when touched by the 
tongue, or any foreign substance, 
appeared as if excoriated. Since en- 
tering the house has had several dis-

Wash the part three times a day with 
Decoc. Sarsaparilla. Abstain from 
butter, 

Dec. 5. A consultation of the 
surgeons was held, and an operation 
determined on. 

Dec. 6.—Operation.—The first 
bicuspid and second molar teeth were 
extracted. An incision was made 
beyond and on each side of the tu- 
mor down to the bone; a double 
hook was then fixed into it, by which 
it was drawn out and dissected clean 
from the bone, The bone was then 
examined, and as far as could be as- 
certained, was sound. The hemor- 
rhage was profuse; it was checked 
by the actual cautery, but he had 
been in his room but a short time 
before bleeding returned very freely. 
Compression by sponges applied by 
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the hand was employed with benefit, 
till the patient fainted and hemor- 
rhage ceased. 

7th.—At 9, P.M., sponges were 
removed, and blood started slightly. 
Sponges were re-applied ; patient 
was comfortable during night ; much 
foctor in breath from coagulated 
blocd. Wash mouth with decoction 
of carrots and charcoal. 

8th.—No complaint except sponges 
very inconvenient and foetid. Sponges 
removed,

Cancer on left side of the Tongue. 


Marcu, 1828.—Mr. et. 40, 
about five months ago noticed what 
he thought was a small canker-sore 
on the side of the tongue, It was 
then not larger than the head of a 
pin. His attention was called to it 
by its smarting and burning. The 
sulphate of copper was applied to 
the affected part. While employing 
this remedy the ulcer increased in 
extent, and began to discover edges 
hard and rolled outward. Now be- 
gan to feel twinging pains shooting 
from the tongue to the parts imme- 
After 
this, the nitrate of silver was applied | & 
to the edges, but without any good i 
effect. Thedisease increased rapidly. © 

About two months afier discover- 
ing the sore and trying the above re- 
medies without relief, he met witha —& 
Quack, who promised to cure him in 
five days or forfeit his head. In-. ag 
duced by his fair promises of relief, 
he began to take his canker powders, 
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cooling washes, vegetable pills, &c. 
After having been quaeked with 
about three months, and finding him- 
self constantly growing worse, he 
determined to see Dr. Warren. On 
the 5th of March he came to the 
Mass. General Hospital, where he 
saw Dr. W. and other surgeons, who 
were in consultation that day. He 
was carefully examined by them, and 
his ‘disease pronounced decidedly 
cancerous. He was apprised that his 
only hope of cure depended on an 
operation—and that that promised 
no more than a possibility of recovery. 

He left the place, proposing to re- 
turn in a few days for operation, but 
did not return till the 19th. The 
disease had extended its size nearly 
one half in a fortnight. He had in 
a great measure lost the power of 
articulation. The cancer covered 
most of the side of the tongue, ex- 
tending from before backwards two 
and a half inches, and the diseased 
part of the organ being greatly thick- 
ened; the extent from above down- 
wards, toward its base, was two inch- 
es. The whole surface of the can- 
cer was hard to the touch, red, and 
interspersed with small, deep, slough- 
ing ulcers. Gums in contact with 
disease preternaturally red and 
spongy. Sublingual and submaxillary 
glands considerably enlarged. An- 
noyed very much in night by burn- 
ing, shooting pus ; never any hemor- 
rhage from the part, but always a 
copious secretion of saliva from the 
mouth ; breath for the last three 
weeks peculiarly foetid. His gene- 
ral health very good ; his face full 


| and very florid ; habits good, except 


that he has used tobacco very freely ;

= 19th.—Operation.—This was per- 

# formed by Dr. Warren in the follow- 


| ing manner, The patient was so 
‘} placed that the light struck fairly into 


» the mouth. His head was sustained ; 


in other respects he supported bhim- 


sclf. A strong ligature was then 


passed through the tongue, near the 
linea linguz mediona and about an 
inch from its top, and made secure. 
By means of this the organ was 
drawn forcibly from the mouth, and 
a pointed knife being passed under- 
neath it and by the side of the fre- 
num, was then carried upwards 
through the tongue, and brought out- 
wards nearly in the direction of the 
median line. The knife was then 
turned, placed in the wound, the 
edge looking towards the angle of the 
jaw, and carried out through the or- 
gan, so as to remove all the appa- 
rently diseased portion. The bleed- 
ing from the sublingual artery was 
very copious ; ice and sponges were 
applied without checking it. The 
actual cautery was then applied, but 
the hemorrhage continued ; the arte- 
ry was discovered, and it was pro- 
posed to pass a ligature round it. 
At this moment the patient partially 
fainted a second time. As soon as 
he recovered somewhat, the vessel 
was secured with a ligature, and the 
bleeding ceased. The cautery was 
then applied to such of the surround- 
ing parts as might be affected with 
the disease, 

The patient was then removed to 
his apartments; was rather faint for 
an hour, after which the system be- 
gan to recover itself, At 5, P. M., 
the pulse were 84, and sufficiently 
full; at 10 in the evening, 70. He 
kept himself quiet in bed ; was not 
allowed to speak ; drank cold water ; 
had no pain; stept more during the 
night than he had the fortnight pre- 
vious. 

March 20th, 8, A. M. Very com- 
fortable this morning; swallows with- 
out much difficulty ; can articulate 
tolerably we''; had no hemorrhage 
since operation ; wound diminished 
in size one half. May take gruel or 
arrow-root cold, ° 

21st.—Remains very comfortable ; 
no hemorrhage ; rested very well 
last night; has been free from pain ; 
since operation breath very foetid. 
May set up; take light diet. 
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The wound healing rapidly, he 
was discharged on the sixth day from 
the operation, the ligature still re- 
maining in the artery. 

Both of these-cases of cancer were 
brought on by the use of tobacco. 
There is a patient now in the Hospi- 
tal with cancer of the lower lip, in 
whom the complaint probably arose 
from the same cause. Dr. W. has 
noticed that the irritation of the low- 
er lip by the narcotic fluid is a fre- 
quent cause of this disease. 

When the complaint has proceed- 
ed to the extent seen in these two 
cases, it can rarely be cured by an 
operation. It being, however, the 
only alternative, it is justifiable and 
necessary to resort to it. 


VI. 
SELECTIONS. 


Headach.—The Editors of a me- 
dical journal of Milan have lately 
published a case of Hemicrania, which 
was cured by sulphate of quinine. 
The patient, a wine merchant, was 
about fifty years of age, and ofa 
nervous and plethoric temperament. 
The pain being acute, Dr. Giovanni 
Shambro ordered half a grain of the 
acetate of morphine to be adminis- 
tered, which failed to have any be- 
neficial effect. The following day 
the Doctor prescribed twelve grains 
of the sulphate of quinine; and the 
patient having had a much better 
night, he ordered it to be repeated. 
The next day the affection returned 
with increased violence; and the 
vessels of the brain being evidently 
overloaded, and the pulse full, the 
Doctor ordered twelve ounces of 
blood to be taken from a vein of the 
arm, which considerably mitigated 
his sufferings. In a few days, howe- 
ver, the pain was again most severe 3 
which gave way to another dose of 
the sulphate of quinine. The pain 
recurring during the use of this re- 
medy, the Doctor ordered the dose 
to be increased to thirty grains daily, 
which, in a few days, effected a cure. 


In this country, the dose of five 
grains of the sulphate of quinine has 
frequently been found to disorder 
the stomach and head 3; and we are 
not aware of its having been admi- 
nistered in the dose of twelve grains.

Sting of a Wasp.—The Editor 
of a French journal says, the root of 
the onion, or of garlic, bruised, and 
applied over the part stung by the 
wasp, instantly subdues the pain. 
The spirit of hartshorn and soap-lees 
have the same effect.— Jb. 


Abortion.—Dr. S. Jackson has 
found a blister applied over the low- 
er part of the loins to succeed in 
preventing abortion, even after he- 
morrhags and severe pains had taken 
place. In plethoric habits, recourse 
should be had to the abstraction of 
blood, and if the pain be very severe, 
injections of the solution of morphine 
have given great relief.
